TWO FREIGHTS COLLIDE, 


A Bad Smash up Near Balgonie— 
Engine and Caboose Dis- 
abled—No Casnalities. 

On Saturday night what if known in 
railroad parlance as » “rear end” collis- 
‘fon took place near Balgonie. A freight 
train of 34 cars loaded with construc- 
tion matcrial left Balgonie shortly after 
eight o'clock in charge of Conductor 
Brown. Another freight with 17 londs 
of rails und ties booked through Bal- 
gonie 50 minutes jater. Coming down 
the Bulzonie hill Brown's train broke 
intwo, Thirty cars went ahead carry- 
ing the two brakeman. Brown immedi- 
ately stopped the remaining four cars 
and hurried back to flag the other train. 
The time was too short, however, for 
him to! get any distance. back. 

Engineer Hyland caught sight of the 
signal and squealed tor brakes. The 
brakemen Cole and Richardson re- 
sponded nobly and set every brake but 
one, Asa collision seemed inevitable. 
Hyland told his tiremanto jump, which 
he did, Hyland reversed his engine 
and gave hersand, and, having done 
everything possible, jumped through 
the cab window just as the engine 
crashed into Brown’s caboose. He es- 
caped with a bruised shoulder and some 
ugly scratches. Both ends were smash- 
ed out) of the caboose. The tender of 
the engine was beautifully loaded into 
the firat car, and the tender trucks were 
shoved up against the sogine deck. The 
entire front ot the engine was reduced 
to scrap iron. The damage to the cars 
was slight on acccunt of the brakes’ 
being set. 

A wrecking crew was ‘dispatched 
from Moose Jaw to the smash up and 
the line was clear by 10 ‘o'clock on 
Sunday. The passenger trains were oc-

A TRIUMPH OF SURGERY. 


4 SUCCESSFUL PIECEOP SURGICAL GRAFT- 
ING—A CURIOUS NASAL APPENDAGE. 


An exceedingly difficult bv* highly 
successful surgical operation has late- 
ly been performed in Regina. Som® 
time ago alyounglads came to that town 
from Winona, Ont. She was seffering 
at the time from an agravated attack of 
lupus in the alse of her nose: She had 
consulted some of the best doctors in 


Her general health became impaired 
and shecame to this country in tbe 
hope thet the invigorating climate 
would restore it. The disease in her 
nose became worse. Medical sid was 
called in, and, after a evurse of treat- 
ment, thedoctor obtained the consent, 
of the patient to having the dissesal 
flesh cusaway end ise 
& NEW NOSB GRAFTED. 


It was decided to sacrifice the third 
finger of her left hand for the interest- 
ing experiment. An incision was made 
at a second joint of her finger and one 
in her forehead between the eyebrows. 
The finger and forehead were joined, 
and the lefthand was then bound tight- 
ly to her forehead and kept in this 
position until circulation was establish- 
ed between the forehead and the finger. 
When this was done the diseased flesh 
was cut away and the skin from the 
underside of the finger removed ; the 
finger was amputated and placed in 
position. The end was pared off in pro- 
per shape, and nothing remained to be 
done but to wait the result. Th ex- 
periment was « pronounced success 
and the lady found herself the possessor 
of a nice aquiline nose. 

The poor girl was delighted beyond 
measure. But her joy was of short 
duration. About ten days after her 
nose had entirely healed a perfectly- 
formed finger nail grew on the end of 
it. The process of removing this would 
be simple and easy; but the young lady 
refuses to undergo the operation in her 
present state of health. This is pro- 
bably the firet case on record in which 
a human being has such a curious 
nasal appendage.

Nag following Is a summary of the Regula- 

tions with respect to the manner of re- 
cording claims for Mrxerit Laxps other 
than Coal Lands, and the condition sovern- 
{og the purchase of the same. 


Any person may explore vacant Dominioz 
Lands not appropriated or reserved by Gor- 
ernment for other purposes, and may search 
therein, either by surface or subterranean 
prospecting, for mineral deposits, with a 
view to obtaining s mining location for the 
same, but no miniug location shall be grant- 
ed until actual discovery has been made of 
the vein, lode, or deposit of mineral or 
metal within the limits of the location of 
claim. 

A location for mining, except for Iron or 
Petroleum, shall not be more than 1,500 fees 
in length, nor more than 600 tee: in breadth. 
A location for mining Iron or Petroleum 
shall not exceed 160 acres in area. 

On discovering a mineral deposit any per- 
son may obtain a mining location, upon mark 
ing out his location on the grouzjd in accord- 
ance with the reguifations on that behalt, 
and filing with the Agent of the Domiaion 
Land for the district, within sixty days from 
discovery, an affidavit in form prescribed by 
Mining Regulations, and paying at the same 
time an office fee of five dollars, which will 
entitle the person so recording his claim to 
enter into possession of the location applied 
for. 


At any time before the expiration of five 
years from the date of recording his claim, 
the claimant may, upon filling with the 
Loca} agent that he has expended $500 in 
actuat mining operations on the claim, by 
paying to the Local Agent therofor $5 per 
acre, cash, and a further sum of fifty dollars 
to cover the cost of survey, obtain a patent 
for said claim, as provided in the said Min- 
ing Regulations. i

Homestead Regulations. 


All even-numbered sections of Dominion 
Lands in Manitoba or the North-West ‘Terri- 
tories, except Sand 26, which have been 
homesteaded, reserved to provide wood lote 
for settlers, or other purposes,inay be home- 
stesded by any person who is sole head of a 
family, or male over eighteen years of age, 
to the extent of ane quarter section of 160 
acres, more or less. 


ENTRY. 


Entry may be madepersonally at the local 
land office in which the land to be taken is 
situate, or if the homesteader desires, he 
may, on application to the Ministe> of the 
Interior, Ottawa,or the Comuinissioner of 
Dominion Lands, Winuipeg, receive author- 
ity for some one to make entry for hjm. A 
fee of $10is charged for an ordinary home- 
stead entry ; but for ands which have been 
occupied an adiitional fee of $10 is charge- 
able to mect inspection and cancellation exe 


penses. 
KUOMESTEAD DUTIES. 


Uniler the present law homestead duties 
may be performed in three ways, and op 
making application for entry the settler 
must declare under which of the following 
conditions he elects to hol-l his land :— 


1. Three years’ eultiration and residence 
during which period the settler may not be 
absent for more than six months in any one 
year without forfering the entry. 


2. Residence for two years and nine months 
anywhere withiv two miles of the homestead 
quarter section, wrd afterwards actual resid- 
ence ina habitable house upon the homestead 
for three months next prior to application 
for patent. Under this system 10 acreamus® 
be broken the first year after entry, 15. ad- 
ditioval in the second, and 15 in the third 
year; 10 acres to he in crop the second year 
and 25 acres the third year. 


3. The five years’ system under which a 
settler may reside anywhere for the first two 
years. (but nrust ect his entry by com- 
mencing cultivation within six months after 
the date thereof.) breaking five acres the 
first year, cropping those 5 acres and break- 
ing 10 acres acdstional the second year, and 
also building a habitable house before the 
end of thesecond year. ‘The settler muss 
commerce actaal resideuce on the homestead 
at theexpiration of two yenrs trom the date 
of entry, and thereafter resi:te upon and cul- 
tivate his homestead for at least six monthe 
lo each of the three next succeeding years,
